divers Noble men.by vertue wherof they doe abuſtuely claime vnto them ſelues a kind of 
licentious freedome to trauell.aſwell ro ſhew play & exerciſe in eminent Citics and Cor- 
porations within this Kingdomec, as alſo from place to place without the knowledge and 
approbation ofhis Maieftics Office of the Reuels,and by that meznes doe take vpon them 
(at their owne pleaſure) to atand er forth in many places of this Kingdome diuers a1 
ſundry Playes, and Shewes, which for the moſtpart are full of ſcandall and offence, bot! 
againſt the Church and State, and:doe likeyyiſe greatly abuſe their authority, ir lending, 
letting, and ſelling, their ſaid Commithons, and Licenſes, to others, By reafon whereaf 
diuers lawlefle, and wandring perſons are ſuffered to haue free paſſige, vato whom ſucl 
graunts, and Licenſes wereneuer fintended;contrary to his Maicſtics pleaſure,the Lawes 
of this Land, his Maieſticsgraunt, and Commiſſion tothe Mafter of the Revels, and the 
firſt inſtitution of the ſaid Office. Theſe are therefore in his Maieſties name ſtraightly to 
charge and command you, andeyery of you, That whoſocuer ſhall revaire to any of 
your Cities, Burroughs, Townes corporate, Villages, Hamlets or Pariſhes, 2n1 ſhall 
there, by vertue of any Commiſſion, warrant, or Licence whatſocuer : AQ, {er Foo), 
ſhew, or preſent, any Play, Shew, Motion, feates of actiuitie, and{ightes, wh.ti5neucr.nor 
hauing alicence now in force vnder the hand and ſeale of Office of Sir 19h Aſhicy Knigh:, 
now Maſter ofhis Maieſtiecs Office ofthe Reuels, or ynder the hand of his Depuciz, and 
ſealedlikewiſe with the ſaid Seale of Office, That you and eucric of you ar all times for 
cucr hereafter, doe Seaze, and rake away,all andeuery ſuch Graunt, Patent, Commiſion 
or Licence whatſocuer, from the bringer or bearer thereof,and that youforthwith c:ute 
the ſaid Graunt,or Licence,to be conueyed and ſent vnto his Maieſties Office of the Re- 
uels,there to remaine at the diſpoſition of theafore ſaid Maſter of the ſaid Office, and that 
ro the vttermoſt of your power, you doe from hence forth forbid and ſyporeſie all ſuch 
Playes, Shews, Motions, Feates ofaQttuitie, Sights and every of them, vntill they ſhall be 
approued,licenced,and authorized,by the ſaidSir 19-n 4ſhley or his ſaid Deputic in man- 
neraforcfaid. Who are appoynted by his Maicſtie vnder the great Seale of England to 
that end and purpoſe. Herein fayle you nor, as you will anſwer rhe contrary ar your pcr- 
ills. And for your more certaintie I aduiſe you to takean exat Coppy ofthis m y Manat, 
Ginen vnder my hand at Whitehall the20 day of Noucmber, Anno Domini 1622. 
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
